March 3. and will continue for seventeen days, 
after whieh the sccontl i>erio<l <»f the meeting will 
open at Essex I'ark, on March 23, and also run 
lor seventeen days, making a total of thirty-four 
raeing da.vs for tliis resort in the spring. 

Oaklawn will rely on Judge Jack <''ampl>ell and 
the other officials, wJio served at that course last 
spring and manager .Sam J. Davis of the Essex 
Park track is negotiating with judge Joseoh Murphy 
to preside at that tra< k. 

Tiie Essex Park track is now open for the stabling 
el horses, and there are some »iuartere<l there at 
pres*-nt. among them being the stable of T. J. 
Prendergast of Kansas Citj’, who has Arthur 
McK night in eharge. 

TWO-YEAR. OLD STAKE CONDITIONS. 



W. S. Vosburgh Thinks Penalties Excessive and 
Allowances Even More So. 



In reading the conditions of the stakes for two- 
y«*ar-olds, it has often occurred to me that the 
pcii::lties are somewhat excessive, but that the 
.•illowanees are more so. It can l>e said in reply 
that no class of horses tan concede so much weight 
to each other as can two-year-olds — a fact tliat has 
Iwctane tme of the proverbs of racing. It can also 
be suit! that the differentiation is necessary in order 
to produce fields and gtaal contests — that unless 
the penalties are high and the allowant‘es liberal, a 
colt of ttie class of Domino, Colin, Tremont. or Sen- 
sat i«>n. wonltl frigiiten off competition and have a 
• lean sweeji of the stakt'S. 

P.uf. it is onl.v at long intervals that these 
“phenoinens” apjH-ur, ami to provide conditi<uis to 
me«*t them is often providing what never hap- 
pens. Moreover, it is hardly fair that in the most 
v;:luable stakes — tlie standard event-s — a colt should 
be beavil.v weighted lM‘cause he luis already won 
r:u*eK of value. in handicaps, it is different; — 
there the eolts must b<‘ weighted on their raeing 
form. But few' of the great stakes for two-year- 
olds are handicaps. Tliey are events for w’hich 
many of the contestants have no public form — they 
have not starte«l previously. Yet, one often finds 
in the ciUKlitions “maidens alloweil 10 i)onnds,’’ or 
l."i pounds. In stakes of great value, I have often 
doubted whether maidens should be granted any 
allowaiM'es. The idea of such stakes is tliat tliey 
shall bring together the l>est colts and fillies of the 
ye.-ir — the «-ori»s d’elite. 

Hold Back the Good Ones. 

For example, some of the most valuable two-ye.ar- 
nhl events latterly have l>een run at Saratoga — the 
I nited States Hotel, tirand rnion, Sanford Me- 
morial. etc. Some stables, having tried ji colt suf- 
ficiently high to know his qualit.v, can withludd 
him (luring the earl.v season from all rac<‘s, not 
starting until Saratoga, where he apiM*ars claiming 
maiden allowaiice. and in such a case lie is likely 
to win. The astute Mr. Uow'e has for several sea- 
S4U1K availed himself of this w'ith Mr. Keene’s and 
latterly with Mr. Whitney’s lot. Dominant, for 
example, in started with onl.v 107 iKuinds, 

while Hulse. xvhit'h had won several ruees, had to 
shoulder 1.30 iioiiiids. 1 am glad to say that the 
maiden allowance for the important stakes at Sara- 
toga next season, has been reduced. 

Between colts of anything approaching equal 
merit, as in the case of Dominant vs. Bulse, the 
differenee is too great. lu the great two-year-old 
events of England sucJi allowances are granted onl.v 
in produce stakes — not in the standard events. In 
tlie .Middle Park Plate seven iwuiuls is the maxi- 
mum penalty with no allowances. In the Dewhurst 
Plate there are |>eualtles of four pounds, seven 
IMiunds. and a winner of the Middle Park Plate, ten 
jHMinds; but no allowam*es. The Jul.v Stakes at 
Newmarket has no penalties lie.vond three pounds 
for fillies, and the same conditions apply for the 
('hunipagne Stakes at Doncaster. In the Criterion 
There is a teii-iMuind lienalty; no allowances. In 
the British Dominion at Sandown, twelve pounds 
penalty; four pounds allow'cd to maidens. 

Should Be Light in Spring. 

Pen.nlties for races won in the spring should be 
light; those for races won after, say, July should 
1 m* heavy. Frequently tlie best colts are not started 
in the spring stakes, but are reserved for the richer 
events of August and later. Again, a colt that has 
won one or more of the spring events and incurs a 
IM*iialty of eight »>ounds or ten pounds, unless he is 
above the ordinary, is “anchored” for some time, or 
niitll other colts have also acquired ]>eiialties which 
bring them upon even terms W’ith him. Bulse was 
a case in point, so were Prince of Como, Celandria, 
Ormoiuiale. .•\eliieveinent, etc., in 1915: and Tumbler, 
Yankee Witch and Koli-i-uoor in 1916. 

Of course, later in the season the penalties should 
l)e heavier, to eciualize chances. The colts which 
liHve won the valuable stakes of the summer have 
clas.sifled themselves and, having had their share of 
the spoils, deserve extreme iienalties in tlie autumn. 
It is in the autumn, t»»o, that the allowances should 
Iks liberal. But liberal allowances in the spring .and 
early summer, particularly maiden allowances, are 
not in the beat interest of racing, when they are 
made a part of the conditions of the most import- 
ant stakes. In minor events, or overnight events, 
it is quite a different matter. 

In other words, we should retain something of the 
“racing spirit” in our chief events. They are few. 
ami surely there are enough other races to satisfy 
the inirely speculative iieople who only care for 
races on which they can have a bet. Let us have a 
few races in wblch speculation is the incidental, not 
the (laramount, consideration. Of course, we must 
move with the times, which demand conditions 
whieh equalize the chances of the horsea But it is 
^ iMissIble to move too fast — ^all sail and no anchor. 
▼ Some may say this is sentiment. It is — but surely 
a little sentiment in racing would not be unsani- 
tary. Allow the i>eople of cynical morality and 
mere opportunism to dictate the policy of racing. 
:tiid how long would racing exist? — W. S. Vosburgh 
ill the Thoroughbred Record.

New York, Dec-omber 28. — Allstr;lliall^^ must be 
following the example of Russia, whore they begin 
racing iu the morning and continue until sunset, at*- 
cor»liiig to the rei>ort of a day’s proceedings of the 
Fitzroy Uueing f'luh «»ii October 16. In its account 
of the meeting the Mell>onrn«* Henild says: “While 

the Fitzroy Racing riub’s meeting was in progress 
yesterday exceptionally heavy rain fell and made 
the track unsafe to race on. The stewards inspected 
the course and agreed with thi? police officer (must 
Ik* ;i well-behav>*d class of people who attend, to be 
governed by one jM*lice officer — Editor’s note) that 
it would be risky lo go on with tlu* program. There 
were at least six more races to be decided. The 
meeting will be eoncluded on Thursday. 

“Though the decision to postiM>ne caused surprise 
because of its miusualness. all present recognized 
that the stewards acted wisely. Apart from the 
safety of the track, the conditions became so dis- 
agreeable that every iKHiy was glad to go home, rp 
to the time the niin fell there had lM*en seven races, 
or one more than the numlM*r provided on all but 
]M>ny courscK, so tliat patrons had had :i g(M>d after- 
noon’s racing. The meeting was probably the first 
in the history of racing in Australia that had to 
adjourned when only half way through. A program 
of thirteen or fourteen events, however, has only 
been offered since the number of pony meetings was 
reduced.” 

Seven only of the forty- three horses «*ngaged in 
the Fitzroy 1‘urse were scratched, and th«? race had 
to be run in three divisions. The mn-off on Thurs- 
«lay lietween Miss Ena, l>on Chester and Bill Pep- 
per should lie interesting. 

“-\ftor Tandragee’s race, the rain came and 
drove everyliody to shelter. The outlook for the 

remainder of the afternoon was decidedly gloomy, 
and it must have l>eeii a relief to jockeys with en- 
gagements in the other races to hear that a post- 
ponement had lM*en decided on. Betting on the 
Fitzro.v I’late had been in oiieration. and the horses 
were at the i>ost when the rain again set in and 
necessitated action on the part of the stewards. 
Heavy rain fell as the iMHiple were leaving the 
course.” 

At Flemington and Canl field, two of Australia’s 
training centers, “the watch” is much in evidence 
by trainers and dockers. There is a variety of 
courses also, reiiorts showing that horses worked 
three-quarters in 1:19!54 on the sand track, while 
others worked quarters and halves on the cinder 
course in 27 seconds and 58 seconds respectively. 
Other horses used a grass course. At Caulfield 
there are also sand and turf courses for trainers to 
utilize as the weather permits. Judgiug from the 
time of the work-outs as a whole the tracks must 
be slow or tlie horses common, Uiere bt*ing no fast 
work recorded in any instance. 

There are also some bad acting horses in Australia 
as well as in this country. A horse named Red 
Streak did such extraordinary stunts W’liile at the 
post that the jockey scheduled to ride him refused 
to make further attempts, after lied Streak had 
juggled him around and tos.sed him in the air two 
or three times. The field was sent away with Iteil 
Streak in the hands of an assistant starter. The 
public was not aw’ure of the trouble and when the 
starter r<?turned to the stand the public gavt* liim a 
jeering demonstration, believing he w'as at fault. 
These facts should at least be balm for the starters 
ill this country, proving that the task of starting 
Iiorses is not a bt*d of roses in any country, espe- 
cially III far-off Australia. j 

MUDDY TRACK FOR OPENING DAY. 



Fair Grounds Deluged by Heavy Rain — Prospects 
for Better Weather Poor, 

New Orleans, La., Dt*cember 28. — Undoubtedly the 
meeting at the Fair Grounds, which is scheduled 
to begin next Monday, will open with a muddy 
track. A terriffic dow’npour of rain this morning 
turned the course into a quagmire and the outlook 
now is for more rain and plenty of it. 

The use of the “floats” was again resorted to 
today and the track was closed to horses for the 
second time this week. As a result, horsemen arc 
much concerned over the condition of their horses, 
as they have b^n unable to give their charges 
any work in the last few days. Only a few availed 
themselves of the use of the roads around the course 
to gallop their horses and there was much com- 
plaining among the trainers, because they were 
not allowed to use even the outside portion of the 
track. 

Every train from the north and east brought 
racing enthusiasts into the Crescent City today. 
A large delegation got in from New York and an- 
other from Cincinnati and Louisville. William 
Snyder, assistant to starter A. B. Dade, was among 
the arrivals, ns were Dayne Joplin, Wash Sor- 
rell and Bill Yreeland. 

A letter from starter Dade, announced that he 
would arrive here next Sunday. 

The license committee had another brief session 
today. Several hundred applicants for stakeholders* 
positions called at the office of I. B. Rennyson and 
a number of appointments were made. '

WHITNEY AND THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 



New Yorker’s Colors Sure to Be Represented in 
Classic, Says Trainer Jimmy Rowe. 



Action of Official at New Orleans Regarding Two- 
Year-Old Rule of Eastern Jockey Club Held 
Responsible for Contemplated Action. 



Are the Canadian Racing Associations to let Joseph 
A. Murphy go as its representative steward at the 
racing iu<*etings in Canada next year, as the result 
of Judge .Murphy’s action in regard to the eastern 
Jockey Chili’s two-year-old rnleV A Montreal dis- 
patch states that Francis Nels<»n, of the Toronto 
ClolM*, and well-known as both a racing authority 
:ind a race tra<*k offi<*iul, is to be the Canadian .As- 
sociations’ stewards next year. No explanation is 
made of the course for the contemplated action, but 
is is praetieally certain that it is due to Judge 
Murph.v’s leadership in the movement at New Or- 
leans to race two-year-olds before .April 1, despite 
the eastern Jockey Club’s rule-book injunctions 
against it. 

It is inferred that the Canadian officials are not 
esi>ecially cordial toward the Jockey Club rule 
itself, but at the same time the.v do not want to 
invite any possible form of discrimination that 
might possibly result from keeping Judge Murphy as 
their official representative. 

Among turfmen generally the action of Judge 
Murphy at New Orlc.ms, as well as that of the 
horsemen who have agreed to race their tw’o-ye.ir- 
oMs in the early season nices, has not been in- 
terpreted as “hurling defiance” at the Jockey Club; 
on the contrary, as merely a decision of owners to 
race cert:iin of their youngsters before April 1. and 
thereby make these particular youngsters ineligible 
on Jockey Chib tracks in their two-year-old form. 

The Montreal dispatch is as follows: 

Montreal, Que., D«*cember 26. — It is rumored that 
when the Canadian Racing Associations holds its 
meeting to select and arrange the ilates for next 
season’s racing that there will be several changes 
rn.ade in the officials to lie appointed by the asso- 
ci.'itions. It is more than likely that Francis Nel- 
son of Toronto, one of the |K-st know'n racing men 
of Canada, and who served his apprenticeship many 
years ago as a race track official, will l>e chosen 
to fill the position of steward, representing tie* 
Canadian Racing Associations on the various tracks 
under its jurisdiction. This position w'ns filled a 
year ago by Joseph A. Murphy, an American. 

Should Francis Nelson be api>ointed to tliis rsisi- 
tion it will mean the selection of another judge 
for the tracks of the Canadian Racing Assm-ia- 
tions’ circuit. No one has yet been suggested for 
this position. In many places the judges are cliost n 
by the club and not by the racing association, as 
other officials arc. It is likely that .lospeh Mc- 
Lennan will lie made clerk of the scales, as a ye.ar 
ago, while there m;i.v not be a change in the posi- 
tion of patrol judge. Should Framis Nelson re- 
place Joseph Murphy it will mean the naming of 
another stew'ard at Dorval and Ottawa, where Fran- 
cis NeDon filled these iiositions. 



Trainer Jimmy Rowe says that all of the Whitney 
horses, in his I'haxge down on the New Jersey farm, 
are in fin<* condition. .Also that the ones being 
wintered at the old Benning track are getting along 
well. Asked if he would have entries for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the Whitney stable trainer replied 
that hi? most certainl.v exiiected to go after that 
ricJi stake. 

“I’m glad of it.” he said, when told that it had 
been rejiorted tliat Mr. Wilson W’ould not enter 
t’ainpfire and that Mr. Belmont xvould not allow 
the name of Hourlecs to appear among the i?ntries. 
“It suits me just as well not to have those two 
good ones to consider. There will 1 m* enough in the 
race w’itliout having to worry alniut such stars. 
.All I know’ is that I’m going to make another 
try.” 

He did not say just which of his present two- 
year -olds he would enter. 

ADVOCATES FEDERAL CONTROL OF RACING. 

The strongest move yet to place American racing 
on a similar solid foundation to that existing in 
France before tlie war, is undonbtexlly the one pro- 
IM)sed by the new Libert.v party if it shall succeed 
in making itself a factor in natioiuil iMditics. Nat- 
urally the plan of this exponent of New American- 
ism — which" it bi-lieves to Ik* based on correct ecno- 
noniic, liberal and progressive principles — to get the 
Government to create a sj’stein of Federal race- 
tracks is an ide.’i in itself quite sufficient to make 
a sensation in the Anierican horse world. 

That the movement W’ill meet with general ap- 
proval among Iiorsenieii directly the first shock of 
astonislimeiit is absorbed goes without saying, for 
it will give national sanction to a si>ort which in 
Europe has long been siM>usori‘d by tlie heads of 
the greatest nations. Both as individuals and 
rulers they are fully alive to the fact that national 
lostering is the only practical method of developing 
tlie thorough bretJ horse to its* highest point of ex- 
cellence and utility. So far as tlie leasing of the 
I profiosed trucks under Federal supervision to a Nat- 
I ioual Jockey (.’Inb r«*presenting n combination of the 
! existing legitimate jocke.v cluba and racing associa- 
i tions of the country is concerned, that is a matter 
W’hicii is a logical sequence and can therefore bring 
forth no unfavorable criticism except iierhaps in 
mere details. 

Obviously Federal sa»>ervislon will include in its 
activities the extension along scieaitific lines of the 
interests of farms breeding horses for the United 
States army. <Jreat as the improvement in the 
general management of American racing has been 
during the past decade, it should prove merely a 
premise of xvhat ni:iy Ik* reasonably expected to 
come when the great sport shall be authorized and 
endorsed b.v the Government; for then there will be 
the solid foundation necessary to build an endur- 
ing structure without the flaw’s which apparently 
have been unavoidable with the dread <»f hostile 
local legislation forever hovering on the near hori- 
zon. The many leading men prominently connected 
W'ith American racing have always been a voucher 
beyond question as to the desired integrity of the 
sport, but they have hitherto w’orked with their 
hands tied. Federal supervision is the one blade 
calculated to cut the Gordian knot. — Boston Tran- 
script.

QUEBEC TRACKS TAX TO BE $500 A DAY. 



Distinction Drawn in Provincial Bill Between Them 
and the Montreal Race Courses. 



Montreal, December 2S. — A straight tax of from 
one thousand dollars per day down to three lumdred, 
according to the classification of the track, is what 
the race tracks of (juebec w’ill be asked to con- 
tribute to the Provincial patriotic fund next reason, 
according to the important changes which were 
i.dopted in the bill at Qnrb«*c. The four iier cent, 
tax on money bets is eliminated, the Hon. Mr. 
Mitchell substituting a straight rate per ra<*iiig day 
of ,$1.(J()0 in Montreal and environs and $560 per day 
in Quebec and district. Half-mile racing tracks 
charging not more than .50 cents admission will 
have to p.iy only $300 iier day. This applies to 
tracks where the pari-mutuel machines operate. If 
other systems (bookmaking or pool-selling) are used 
the rate will be exactly double. 

Ill addition to the license fees, the duty of $10 
per day for tracks in or amund Montre.il also goes 
into effect, and an aniemlinent provides that the 
p« rson who takes a bet otherwise than on a pari- 
mutuel iiiaehine must get a license of $100 per 
racing day, meaning the bookmakers. 

’WILL NOT REDUCE MONTREAL PURSES. 

“Will Pay the Thousand-dollar Tax and Give Good 
Meetings,” Says Club Official. 

The Jlontreal Jockey Club will not reduce 1ti 
purses liecaiise of the tliousaud-dollar-day tax. 
“The club from year to year have added money te 
their overnight events and stakes and will not now 
reduce them.” says Secretary William Northey. 
“We W’ill pay tin* tax and give equally as 

goml meetings ns at any time since the club w’as 
inaugurated,” said Major .McBride, vice-president 
of the Dorval Club, who also sees no likeliiiood that 
the purses at the lakeside track will be reduced. 

A tax of $300 tier day on the lialf-niilers will be 
survived by most of these, as it means less th.an 
$5,000 for the fourteen days of sport. With this 
amount going out, none of the smaller tracks will 
bo ill line for large dividends, but few, if any, of 
them are likely to close down because of it. 

The half-milers declared they couldn’t stand Uie 
increase in purses which the Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion demanded last season, but with one exception 
they granted the increases and stayed in buslnezs. 
the purse at the lakeside track will be reduced. — 
Montreal Herald. 



SAD SAM A LONO-PRICED WINNER. 

His Backers Get $443.80 for $2 in Mutnel Roclord 
Pay-Off at Juarez. 



El Paso, Texas, December 28. — When Sad Sam 
won the second race here this afternoon, his few 
backers got $443.80 for $2 in the mutnel machines, 
a record pay-off at this track. Sad Sam is a 
bay gelding by John F. — Kate Rogers and belongs 
to C. L. Benbrook. 

He had started but twice previously and, in his 
first race, was left at the post. On Christmas Day 
be was in a five-eighths of a mile race against 
Hondo. Red Deer and others, and ran for a quarter 
of a mile head and head with Lycia and Hondo, 
then dropped back and finally finished last, 
beaten nearly twenty lengths. Today Sad Sam 
W’as placed in a four and a half furlongs race

Iteavily to tije ground. Mr. (^oon sustaining a 
louple of fractured ribs and other internal in- 
juries. Mr. Ryan escaped Avith a few minor 
bruises. 

Mr. Ford will l»e reinemlicred as the breeder of 
tlie crick st«‘eple<*h:iser of a couple of years back. 
Cl up.ulcro, named after the ranch Avherc he was 
foaled; also owner of the goo<l horse Orbicular, 
which ncrirly liroke the record at u mile, in beat- 
ing Meidick and ('h.apultepee at Santa Anita. 

! Tlie Texas roads Avere exceihnt, then* having 
! be(‘ii no recent rains and the distance had been 
«*overed in less than seven liours, ineliiding an 
hour’s stop on the h.ink of a stream, to toast a 
coui»le of venison loins for dinner. Nearing San

considerably. 

RIGHT OF RACING CLUB UPHELD. 

From Australia comes a report of a legal action 
t.aken by a lHK.*kmaker to establish his riglit to 
do business on the proi^rty of a <lub wliicli did 
not Avant biin, and tlie outcome Avas the same as 
in every simihar <*aso tried in any other emintry. 
Ill this instaiue, the action Avas brought by William 
.lames Robinson, a bookmaker, against the Aus- 
tralian .lockey Club. He had b<a*n registered to 
bet at the RandAvick course of the club and had 
carried on his business for a number of years. 
Last .lanuary the club made a regulation that book- 
makers AA'ho did business on the tracks of un- 
registered clubs, at meetings held on the same day 
as a registered meeting, could not follow their a'o- 
cation at Raudwick. Robinson declined to be l>onnd 
by this rule, and Avhen he had broken it liis regis- 
tration AA'as rcAokeii. Subsequently he attempted 
to do business at R.indAvick, and was forcibly ex- 
pelled from the race course. As it was purely a 
(piestion of law, the parties drcAV up a spe<*ial 
case, which Avas argued b#*fore three judges. They 
wer<‘ iinaniinous in the deidsioii that there was no 
force ill the plaintiff’s eontiuition that the club’s 
action AA'as in restraint of liis trade, and therefore 
illegal. The jmlgi- Avlio gave the opinion de< lan'd 
the club’s regulation valid, and said that it was 
the intention of tin* law to place strong powers 
in the haiKls of the committee of the club, otlicr- 
Aviso it miglit la.* imiiossible to carry on the business 
of a race course. 

DEATH OF A CELEBRATED RACE MARE. 

Chevalier Ginistrelli’s famous m.ire, Signoriiia, 
dropiK‘d dead at Newmarket, England, Decemlier 
11. She AA'as tAvonty-niiie years obi. By St, 
Simon —Star of Portiei, Signorina Avas undefeated 
as a jnevnile, Aviiinirig nine races, wliieh included 
the Midille l*ar’it Plate. As a four-year-old she 
secured the Aaluabh* Limashire Plate, beating, 
among others, the l•eleh^.•lted horse Orim*. ('heva- 
lier (iinistrelli bred Signorina, and, in liis opinion, 
she was one of the most Avoiiderfiil mares of all 
times. After her success in the Lancashire Plate 
he refused IflOO.IMM) for her. 

In 1908 Signorina’s daugliter, Sigiiorinotta, won 
the Derby and Oaks. After she had Avon the Oaks 
the late King Edward sent for the ('hcvalier ami 
Avarmly congratulated him on the mare’s success. 
Thirty thousand pounds Avas offered and refused for 
Signoriiietta after she had brought off the double 
event. Subsequently slie aaus put up to sale, and 
though AvithdraAvn at 7.500 guineas, Avas disposed 
of a Aveek later privately to Lord UosebL*ry.
